In a humorist's account of creation tlie bcases of the field and 
the birds of the air were named by Adam. 

"Tliltt Why htat's an elephant, of course," wiid Adam. 
"An elephantf asked Eve. "How do you know it's an ele- 
phant?" 

"Well, can't you look iit it and see it s an elephant' Beyond a 
doubt it's an elephant. It couldn t be, for example, a gazelle. Does- 
n't look as if yon could call is a gaselle, seriously." 

By such means many birds must have been named by men long 
afteer the days of Adam. Otherwise how may we account for the 
name "hen hawk" or "chicken hawk" having bee nattached to sjin- 
cry varieties of Inrpe hawks which feed mainly upon squirrels, mice, 
frogs and other prey foimd in field and forest, and do little damage 
in poultry yards? How, else, account for the name "sparrow hawk" 
stioldng to a little hawk which lives upon mice mainly? 

The Philadelphia North American, which devotes a twolcolumn 
editorial to a psirited brief for birds, without which agriculture 
would be impossible "and man with all his boasted power of inven- 
tion would find himwlf starving," dectares that within eighteen 
months a bounty placed upon hawks and owls in Pennsylvania cost 
the farmers $4,000,000. 

Laws protect the robin and catbird, more or less, evin in the 
cheny season, on American farms, and along with them the waxwing. 
M'hidi lives upon insects most of the time is called the cherry hird. 
But as yet all birds of prey, all carnivorous birds with curv.'d beaks 
and curved daws, are regarded popularly as destroyers of chickens, 
and are shot when th€i opportunity pr«iaits itself. 

The fellow, whoever he was. who bestowed the name "chicken 
hawk" upon a half dozen varieties of hawks which catch chickens 
rarely must have proceeded upon the idea that a hawk which looked 
as if it would, or could, kill a hen was a chicken hawk. His logic may 
Lave been better than that of Adam when he named the elephant, but 
he sowed widely the seeds of destruction. 

The time has come when there is considerable sentiment iu behalf 
of birds whieh eat insects and weed seeds. Maybe, withm a century, 
es a result, it will again be unnecessary to fight insects off of fruit 
and vegetables to produce fruit an d vegetables. But we are yet a 
long way from popular recognition of i^e fact that all hawks and 
cwls are not destroyers of property. 

A naturalist declares that if a blacksnake and a barn owl lived 
in each bam the American farmer would be free from rats, and would 
avoid the loss of a vast amount of grain. But imagine the excitement 
the rush to kill, which would follow, in the average case, the dis- 
^ ^ cojgry of a black snake and a baru owl in the bam? And how proud 
the rural youth who has brought down a "chicken hawk" 

Even the little screech owl, immensely valuable as a mouser, and 
the sparrow howk, which lives upon field mice, are not always im- 
mune from murder when discovered at close range by the huralist 
who has a shotgun. And a bounty upon ' hawks and owls," varieties 
not q;>eeified, which caused a loss of $4,000,000 in one state before 
the next session of the Legislature, saying nothing of $8,000,000 
worth o ftime lost in hunting hawks and owls, is indicative of the 
state of ignorance in which legislators legislate.

Tho United Slates exported more 
than twice as much foodHtuffs during 
l!t21 than In tho p!e \viir pcriiid, not- 
withstanding the fad tliat llicre has 
been a considerable decline since the 
peak of 1!I18-1919, announced the 
FoodBtutfB Division of the Department 
of Commerce In a revief Of the tOod- 
ituffs export situation. 

With cereala and cereal prodocts, 
wo have exported during the paat year 
thirty-one billion pounds as compared 
with an average of nine billion pounds 
before the war or more than three 
times as much. With meat products 
we exported during the past year 
about eighty per cenL more than the 
pro-war average; of vegetable oils 
|irariir:ill> six times as much; and of 
walry i>r(xliu ts about eleven times as 
much 

That cxiiorts will continue heavy In 
volume Is shown by the fact that for 
the new wheat crop beginning July 1. 
we have exported one hundred cighty- 
ono million bushels against a pre- 
war average of sevcny-ono million 
bushels or about two and one-half 
iimes as much. We have exported 
about eight tlmea as much rye and 
three tlmea aa much corn since No- 
vember 1. When we compare the 
valuea tho ratio Is still higher, as 
average export prices are stIU con- 
aiderably higher for IMl than were 
pre-war prices. When we conaider 
that Europe, alone, takes between 
eighty and ninety per cent of the ex- 
ports of food products, the large tak- 
ings from the fnltcd States for the 
past year are really remarkable, con 
siderinq the fltinnri.il ditTlcnltles un 
r which Kiirnpe Is struggling.

Why not aerve hominy grlta once a 
week for 'the sake of variety to 
starchy vegetablesT The United States 
Department of Agriculture suggests 
that people In tho North and West 
would do well to try thai excellent 
Southern dish, which Is very econom- 
ical at present prices. Hominy urits 
rcfult from Krlndlne up whole hulled 
hominy from which the germ h.is b< > n 
removed. In appearance the ura n-: 
somewhat resemble small broken rioe, 
hut when cooked the hominy retains 
the clean nutty flavor of the com. em I 
lends Itsolf well to use as a starchy 
vegetable witb meat or other combin- 
ations. 

Relief organisations have used hom- 
iny grlta with great snoceaa In Europe 
and Asia Minor, whore It proved tic- 
oeptable to thousands in spite of the 
fact that It was an unfamiliar food. 

Although o fthe same food value bs 
a coarser, degermed hominy, grit" 
have tho advantage of cooking in i< 
much shorter time. To many people 
their flavor an dterture are profc 
able, possibly because the butter, me it 
fat, or gravy used with thorn penetr.Tir- 
through tho dish better than In the 
cise of the co,irse hominy If grllR 
are soaked In advance the cooklne 
period can be shortened consldernblv 

The first step in preparing grits for 
the table Is to boll them, like any 
other cereal. Of course, boiled hom- 
iny in the form of griU is frequently 
used for a breakfaat food, or aa n 
lunch or supper diah with a swee* 
sauce; iU poaslblllties for dinner 
aaem to bo leas familiar except in thr 
South. For each cup of hominy gritv 
4 to 6 cups of wafer Is allowed. Th'' 
should bo seasoned with 2 teagpocnr 
of salt The grits should be nddi"' 
slowly to the salted boiling water ctu} 
cooked for 10 minutes over the firo 
TTien the cooking should be continvd 
for two hours in a double boiler cr 
finished overnight in the flrele^c 
I'ooker. 

The favorite combination of nie.-it 
.nnd griU 1 nthe South Is "hog and 
homing," which may be roast por!t. 
fried pork chops or tenderloin, baked 
leg of pork, or fresh pork sanaage. 
served witb a ganeroua helping of 
plain boiled hominy grits. Some of 
the from the meeat Is mixed with the 
grits In place of butter. Sometime!- 
the idea of "hog and hominy" may be 
atretched to include bam or bacon, 
and there Is no reason why those w ho 
enjoy salt pork should not eat It w i'h 
hominy grits as a starohk vegetable 

The uses for left-over boiled hominy 
grits are innumerable. Grits are p.nr- 
tlcularly good Is cut In slices, dipped 
in flour, and fried a delicate brown. 
This can be served for breakfast or In 
placn of a dinner vegetable. When 
planned for use in this way the warm 
boiled hominy should ha poured into 
a bread tine or baking powder can to 
mould it Into a form from which at- 
tractive recUngttlar or round slices 
can be cut Fried hominy grlta with 
maple ayrup, honey, or preserves la a 
luncheon dish or desert that may be 
compared with waffles in satisfaction 
to the palate.
